and privileges of inenbership in the 
union of their trade or industry.” 
All

unions, 
however, 


were urged

to 
deseriminate 
against the woman

i and admit her to membership. 
Efforts to wipe out 
the 
“color 
line” in 
labor organizations also 
failed. 
The convention took 
the 
stand that national and internation­ 
al unions could not be compelled to 
recognize negro workers, and that 
was a m atter to be 
adjusted 
by 
conference between the negro wrage 
earners and the various organiza­ 
tions. 
Both m atters ’w'ere the subjects 
of long and stormy 
debates 
in 
wrhich discrimination 
by 
certain 
unions against negroes and women 
workers was bitterly denounced. 
The committee's report rejecting 
the constitutional

defended the federation’s stand on 
women in industry and cited

To all practical purposes those who 
never put their ideas into good use 
serve no real object, yet it is a ques­ 
tion if they should be called wasters 
in the full meaning of the herm. 
Of 
course, in this 
stressful 
age that is 
pulsing with new issues to be met, 
new problems to be solved and acute 
crises developing from day to day, the 
dreamer has 
no 
place, it is argued. 
Indeed, he blocks the way and merely 
makes the going that 
much harder. 
There is no time, we say, for any man 
to spend his time in idle thoughts and 
impractical 
imaginings. 
Either he 
must come down to earth and think 
and act quickly and positively, or else 
he must clear the way for others. The 
world’s workshop is overcrowded as it 
is with men of mental vigor and phys­ 
ical strength and there is no space in 
which to crowd in dreamers who gaze 
fixed upon goals they never quite at­

their ambi­ 
tions vague and indefinite. But for all 
the tremendous tasks now confronting 
us and for all the need of organiza­ 
tion and system in our methods the 
fact remains that it is to the dreamers 
of the world that we owe much of the 
progress so far achieved. 
Of course," 
there are some 
who 
easily 
become 
spendthrifts of time, but there are oth­ 
ers who 
learn 
how 
to make their 
dreams come true and how to adapt 
them to the good of the many. 
Few men of any imagination what­ 
ever fail to have their dreams. 
They 
begin in early youth 
and 
continue 
from time to time, sometimes hearten­ 
ing and encouraging by their helpful 
influence, sometimes depressing and 
injuring by their evil power. 
As a 
rule, however, the dreams to which we 
pay the most attention are those that 
point to the highest goals, the dreams 
that shine throughout 
our 
personal 
lives like stars set high above us, al­ 
ways alluring, always bright, but al­ 
ways just out of reach to the majority 
of men. 
There are times, however, 
when what appears to be a wholly im­ 
practical theory yields to proper treat­ 
ment and develops into a very practi­ 
cal condition.

yet unknown to enrich life and afford 
new fields to be worked for the good 
of mankind?

inclination, how­ 
ever, is uppermost in men’s minds, par­ 
ticularly at the present stage of the 
world’s existence to frown down the 
dreamer and push him out of the way 
so that the 
matter-of-fact 
toilers, 
those who are merely following in the 
lead of others, may

uninter­ 
ruptedly? 
Even the dreamer works 
sometimes. 
It is he who gives to the

What Honest Abe may be able to 
prove I know not, but I am sure that 
he cannot disprove the fact that Mr.

him before now but for one singular 
circumstance. My little bey cannot be 
made to like him. He will have noth­ 
ing to do with Mr. Davis. He will not 
he bribed or coerced. I saw In this a 
prophecy of trouble.

Davis’ defense, as given in the an­ 
swer, alleged that tile notes were to 
be paid out of the proceeds of the 
sale of lots and that in consequence 
of the collapse of the boom there had 
been no such proceeds. As to the un­ 
derstanding upon which 
the notes 
were drawn, there was a direct issue 
of veracity for which Abe Lincoln 
was exceedingly well prepared. 
His 
cross-examination was as merciless 
as sunlight “falling round a helpless 
thing.” 
It was kindly and polite in 
tone but relentless in Its searching. 
When it ended, the weight of Davis’ 
character had been accurately estab­ 
lished. 
In his masterly summing up 
Mr. Lincoln presented every circum­ 
stance in favor of the defendant's po­ 
sition. 
With remarkable insight he 
anticipated the arguments of his at­ 
torney. He presented them fairly and 
generously to the court and jury. Ac­ 
cording to Samson the opposing law­ 
yers admitted in a private talk that 
Lincoln had thought of presumptions 
in favor of Davis which had not oc­ 
curred to them. Therein lay the char­ 
acteristic of Mr. Lincoln’s method In a 
lawsuit. 
“It was a safe thing for him to do, 
for he never took a case in which Jus­ 
tice was not clearly on his side,” Sam­ 
son writes. “If he had been deceived 
as to the merits of a case he would 
drop It. With the sword of justice in 
his hand he was invincible.” 
A judgment was rendered In favor 
of the plaintiffs for the full amount of 
their claim with costs. The character 
of Lionel Davis had been sufficiently 
revealed. 
Even the credulous Mrs. 
Kelso turned against him. 
Mr. Lin­ 
coln’s skill as a lawyer was recognized 
in the north as well as in the middle 
counties. 
From that day forth no 
man enjoyed a like popularity in Taze­ 
well county. 
When Samson and Harry Needles 
left the courthouse, there seemed to 
be no obstacle between the young man 
and the consummation of his wishes. 
Unfortunately, as they were going 
down the steps Davis, who blamed 
Samson for his troubles, flung an In­ 
sult at the sturdy Vermonter. 
Sam­ 
son, who had then arrived at years of 
firm discretion, was little disturbed by 
tile anger of a man so discredited. 
But Harry, on the sound of the hate­ 
ful words, had leaped forward and 
dealt the speculator a savage blow In 
the face which for a few seconds had 
deprived him of the power of speech 
That evening a friend of Davis called 
at the City hall with a challenge. The 
hot-blooded young soldier accepted it 
against the urgent counsel of Samson 
Traylor, Mr. Lincoln having left the 
city. 
As to the details of the tragic scene 
that followed next day, the writer 
has little knowledge. 
Samson was 
not the type of man for such a chron­ 
icle. 
The diary speaks of his part in 
it with shame and sorrow and re­ 
morse. We know that it was at day­ 
break when he and Harry rode to a 
point on the prairie “something more 
than a mile from the city limits.” 
There he tells us they met Davis and 
one friend of the latter and two sur­ 
geons. 
It is evident, too, that gr£at 
secrecy had been observed in the plan 
and its execution and that, until some 
time after the last act, Lincoln knew 
nothing of the later developments in 
the drama of Davis’ downfall. 
For 
the rest of the deplorable scene the 
historian must content himself with 
the naked details in the diary of a 
puritan pioneer.

Missouri for beef cattle in 1913 was 
from six to seven cents per pound, 
while the price of round steak in 
St. Louis on the retail market was 
from 19 to 24 cents per pound 
or 
more than three times the proce 
received by the farmer for the live 
rattle. 
In that year the Chicago price of 
choice beef steers was only 
two 
cents above 
the 
Missouri farm 
price and the wholesale price 
of 
beef was 13 cents per pound, 
or 
seven cents above the price on the 
farm, while the St. Louis price was 
about 12 cents moi- than the Chi­ 
cago price per pound. 
During the war the prices of cat­ 
tle on the farms advanced and the 
price of cattle on the primary mar­ 
kets rose to a difference of seven 
and eight cents above 
the 
farm 
price intsead of the two 
cents in 
1913. 
The wholesale price of beef 
increased proportionately blit 
the 
retail price of 
beef 
made 
even 
more of an increase over the price 
of wholesale beef than 
the differ­ 
ence between the wholesale prices 
and the prices of live cattle. 
The price of beef cattle in 1920 
on Missouri farms was from seven 
to ten cents per pound, while the 
retail price of round steak in 
St.

Out of the quota of several thou­ 
sand books given to the Missouri 
library commission,

collec­ 
tion of books those that 
can be
